During the April Call Meeting, the General 
Assembly conducted its business affairs, and the 
organization appropriated enough finances to con- 
tinue another year’s ministry. These events took 
place without the watchful eye of our presiding 
bishop, Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr. It was a time 
when the General Board shined with honor and the 
assembly worked in quiet deliberation. Since then. 
the Chief Apostle has started a light duty schedule 
and is conducting the affairs of the Church with the 
General Board. He is grateful for the thousands of 
saints continually praying and seeking God for his 
recovery. 

After his surgery the bishop was up and about in 
late April. He attended service at Pentecostal In- 
stitutional and received a hero’s welcome. He did 
not preach but gave soft, seasoned and faithful 
words to his waiting congregation. He reported that 
God has his case and he is offering himself up into 
the care of those who pray effectual and fervent 
prayers. He is also regularly attending Wednesday 
morning prayer services. 

In this same manner he is slowly beginning his 
return to his work schedule. The General Board has 
demonstrated the care and fellowship of sainted 


publishing ministry was housed in the basement of 
the building next door to Mason Temple.

While going through the hall the bishop noticed 
an old picture on the wall. There was a photo of 
several general board members positioned around 
what was then a new printing press. He stated many 
of the men in the picture have gone to their reward, 
but the Church is better because of their service. 
In that picture were Bishop O.M. Kelly, Bishop F-D. 
Washington, Bishop J.A. Blake and Bishop John 
White; each made a positive and considerable con- 
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They have pledged their support to the chief and 
have been giving their total energies during this 
period of his illness. 

During the April Call Meeting, the General Board 
and the Publishing Board were busy examining the 
two recently purchased printing presses. Bishop 
Patterson was hospitalized and could not officially 
inspect the two Heidelberg presses. May 3, 1989, 
he took a tour of the publishing house along with 
the editor of the paper, Dr. David Hall. They were 
received by the manager, Bro. Hugh Terry and en- 
tire staff. Bishop walked throughout the entire

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A few days ago a major 
Presbyterian congrega- 
tion voted resoundingly to 
cut its ties with the Pres- 
byterian Church USA. 
That very fine and well 
established denomination 
; has had several defec- 
Dr. David Hall tions of late, and the addi- 
tional loss of a 3,000 member congregation is a 
blow. This particular congregation voted to leave 
the denomination and join a fledgling band of con- 
servative Christians known as the Evangelical 
Presbyterian Church. The vote was not close at all. 

Someone might ask, “‘so what?’ The local con- 
gregation became upset with denomination’s 
change to more liberal positions on sexual, political, 
cultural and moral issues. The denomination’s lead- 
ers thought liberalism was the wave of the future. 
In the case of this local Presbyterian church, the 
brothers and sisters listed among their compliants, 
the denomination liberalized too much on those 
political issues and moral questions such as homo- 
sexuality; they were especially agitated over ques- 
tions of biblical authority. Maybe that point proved 
to be the straw that broke the camel’s back. One 
Sunday school teacher was quoted as saying, ’’I’m 
going to tell you (her Sunday school class) a story 
from the Bible and it is true, every part of it’’ She 
could not say that before the vote. As it stands 
within the denomination the scriptures truth should 
be left up to the individual to determine whether 
he/she chooses to believe it. It is a problem when 
Christians can’t say emphatically, “‘the scriptual 
text is true’’, therefore, the local congregation voted 
to leave. 

In a recent seminar I conducted for pastors and 
elders, we confronted the issue of applying our

traditional doctrines and biblical teachings to every- 
day life. We believe the word of God is constant and 
is our guidepost to a successful journey through life.

The two presses are state 
of the art machines featuring the latest of tech- 
nological advances. 

To the professional printer and the purist of the 
graphic arts, the name Heidelberg and its presses 
are synonymous with supreme quality. The two- 
color presses give the publishing house printers 
greater capacity to produce a variety of work. Each 
press can produce 11,000 sheets per hour and print 
on both sides at once. To say the least, the entire 
printing press crew is overjoyed at the recent 
acquisition.

Bishop Winbush is pleased that this part of his 
dream has come to reality. He gives credit to the 
entire staff and management to the publishing 
house for their diligent service over the years. The 
publishing house has come from a minor fledgling 
operation to a model business over a period of twen- 
ty years. Bishop lauded the publishing board for its 
devoted service as he served and directed the 
publishing operation for more than twenty years. 
Along with him have been Bishop Norman Quick, 
newly appointed president, Bishop Nathaniel Jones, 
Jr., Bishop F-E. Perry, Elder Jerry Macklin, Mrs. 
Sylvia Law and Mr. Melvin Cross, and together 
they mapped the policies to success. Bishop Win- 
bush commented, “‘the publishing board is an unat- 
tractive labor having low visibility and constant 
work but good things do happen for those who 
work.’ That day each member was personally 
celebrating the arrival of the new presses. 

As stated before, the presses meant another 
dream and piece of the ministry came to pass. 
Bishop Winbush is mindful of the labors of those 
who went before him and how his efforts were con- 
tinuous with men like Bishop J.O. Patterson, Sr. and 
the late Bishop F-D. Washington made significant 


contributions to the publishing ministry. He 
remembered when the current publishing house 
staff was stationed in the basement of the old 
publishing house building, next to Mason Temple. 
For years the struggle was to gain respectability and 
produce our own curriculum. It seems that God pro- 
vided the blessing. 

As Bishop Winbush showed the 
presses off to the General Board, he 
commented the early days of struggle 
were filled with uncertainty. He stated 
that he and Bishop Ithiel Clemmons 
and their wives sat together and 
thought up the theme for our Sunday 
School curriculum, ‘‘Power For Liv- 
ing.’ It was 1966 when he was com- 
missioned to develop the Church’s own 
Sunday School curriculum. The first 
edition was issued January 1967. He 
spoke of the marketing plan to get our 
churches to purchase our own 
materials and remembered that hours 
of travel, and much talk pulled the pro- 
ject over. He thank God the saints have 
been very loyal and committed 
patrons. “If the people keep buying 
their own materials, then greater 
things shall be done’’, said the bishop. 

Bishop Norman Quick reflected the 
new presses make the operation 
smoother and quicker. He is confident 
that even greater ministry can be

Philadelphia Church 
To Celebrate 
Twenty-Five Years 


While serving faithfully as the junior pastor 
under the leadership of the late Elder Isaac Favors 
at the Friendly Temple Church Of God In Christ In 
Chicago, Illinois, Elder Luther L. Gill heeded the 
call of God to go out and begin a new work for Him. 
Elder Gill was living with his wife and six of their 
eight children on the twelfth floor of a Chicago 
housing project when the revelation to become 
pastor was received. 

To avoid disrupting his scheduled duties as junior 
pastor at Friendly Temple, Elder Gill did not hold 
any church services immediately. Instead, he held 
regular meetings with a small group of supporters 
to pray, plan and organize. These meetings were all 
held during non-scheduled church services. After 
a number of meetings, Pastor Gill, his wife, and a 
few dedicated supporters met from house-to-house 
working to secure funds to rent a place of worship. 
Some of these families now have third generation 
family members worshipping with us. 

As the Lord blessed and the plans to organize 
began to shape up, Elder Gill sought the Lord for 
a name for the church. Through prayer and medita- 
tion, the name PHILADELPHIA CHURCH OF 
GOD IN CHRIST was given, based on Revelation 
3:8, “I know thy works; behold, I have set before thee 
an open door, and no man can shut tt: for thou has a 
little strength, and hast kept My Word, and has not 
dented My Name.” 


When the saints had raised enough money to pay 
two months’ rent, they rented a store front at the 
corner of 43rd and Wabash in Chicago. After wor- 
shipping in this quaint, humble edifice for a period 
of time, the Lord blessed the saints to MOVE ON 
UP A LITTLE HIGHER, and they rented space in 
a cafeteria on the second floor of a Catholic school. 

Many of the saints did not have cars at the time, 
so they carried their dinners to church with them 
so they could remain for the evening service. They 
used the school’s kitchen to cook or reheat their din- 
ners. As fate would have it, the Catholics played 
bingo on Sunday afternoons. The aroma from the 
warmed-over dinners drew the bingo players to the 
second floor to inquire about the food they though 
was being sold. These inquiries gave the saints an 
idea to raise some much-needed funds. They work- 
ed faithfully week after week selling chicken and 
fish to the bingo players and were able to boost the 
church’s building fund drive. In 1973, the Lord 
blessed our church beyond our wildest imagina- 
tions. The saints had been seeking and praying for 
a church house. While in the 10:00 AM HOUR OF 
PRAYER one morning, Pastor Gill received a 
phone call from Sister Henderson regarding a 
church that was for sale. A short time later, the 
mortgage closing was transacted and the saints 
moved into our present place of worship which as 
a seating capacity of over 300. 

This purchase included three other buildings, in- 
cluding a nine-room house for our first family. We 
later purchased a parking lot and three-story school 
building. The school was sold a few years ago, 
which enabled us to pay off the mortgage on all of 
our other property. 

The Lord has tremendously blessed the 
Philadelphia church over the last 25 years. Some 
members have gone on to be with the Lord, others 
have gone on to do a work for the Lord in various 
locations, local and across the United States. 

Pastor Gill was saved at age 13 at the Quiver 
COGIC in the Mississippi Delta under the leader- 
ship of Elder David Howard, Sr., ordained by the 
late Bishop B. S. Lyles, and received his evangelist 
license at age 19. Bishop Isaiah Roberts, our 
jurisdictional bishop for Northern Illinois, calls 
Pastor Gill THE LITTLE GIANT. Pastor Gill

‘‘l’m Convinced and Ready to Go’’ 


(NOTE: The following ts an excerpt from an interview with 
Bishop Robert E. Woodard, by Mary M. Davenport on 
December 26, 1988, following completion of the new church 
edifice named in his honor. Woodard Cathedral was official- 
ly dedicated by Bishop J. O. Patterson in Houston, Texas on 
January 29, 1989, with the assistance of Bishop O. T: Jones 
and Bishop A. Ladell Thomas.) 


I got through with work about 2 A.M. at Eastern 
Texas Electrical Company, climbed into a baggage 
car, and went to sleep. The angel of the Lord woke 
me up. The angel (in raiment) white as snow, had 
one of those harps that sits on the floor. He was 
playing that music — and singing a song — never 
heard singing like that. As he played and sang, he 
was easing toward the door of the baggage car. 
When he got to the door, he went out. I jumped up 
to see if I could see him, but the angel had disap- 
peared. Still, I could hear that music, and I can still 
remember the words to that song he was singing: 
YOU PREACH THE GOSPEL. I told the Lord, 
I’m convinced and ready to go!”’ 


ROBERT E. WOODARD is the fourth son born 
June 23, 1907 into a family of four boys and one girl, 
to the late Peter and Sylvia Woodard in Bremond, 
Texas. 

His father passed away when Robert was only ten 
years old and his mother became the most signifi- 
cant influence in his life. She was a nurse by pro- 
fession and a diligent church worker as well. Her 
dedication to the church and its work had a pro- 
found effect on Robert’s life, and at the age of 15 
he gave his life to Christ. 

Within three years the Lord was dealing with him 
concerning preaching the gospel, a calling Robert 
endeavored to shun for the next nine years. Having 
graduated from Bremond High School, Robert was 
more inclined to find work for himself; he did not 
want to preach. However, he would not succeed in 
denying this divine call. His sleep was disturbed. 
He could not rest, felt an excitement he could not 
explain and blamed it on his nerves. The Lord 
began showing him things, dealing with him in 
dreams and visions. Everything seemed to point to 
the ministry. 

Insisting that he had to be sure, that he had to be 
thoroughly convinced, and that the Lord would 
have to confirm that preaching was his lot, Robert 
finally relented. He told the Lord, “‘I’ll go if Iam 
thoroughly convinced beyond a shadow of a doubt 
that it’s you. I don’t want to just go out because I’m 
having dreams, because the other night I dreamed 
I was flying!’’ Thus, the vision of the angel in the 
baggage car. 

But fly, he did. His ministry soared to heights he 
never imagined. It began in the 1930’s when he got 
up to review the Sunday School lesson at a church 
he was visiting in Beaumont, Texas. In the pastor’s 
absence, the chairman of the deacon board decid- 
ed the noonday sermon would be brought by Robert 
Woodard. “‘I got scared,’ says Pastor Woodard. He 
brought his first sermon that day from Hebrews 
12:1-2. He would return later, at the appointment 
of Bishop J. H. Galloway, to pastor in Beaumont. 

In 1938 Robert, no longer a bachelor, visited a 
church in Nome, Texas and gave his testimony. His 
visit was soon followed by a letter from the con- 
gregation in Nome to the Late Reverend Maurice 
C. Compton requesting that he ‘Send us your son- 
in-law; we believe it’s the leading of the Lord.’ The 
letter contained five signatures — they represented 
the entire membership of the church. And, so, 
Robert assumed his first pastorate, the Church Of 
God In Christ (“They weren’t naming them back 
then.’) in Nome, Texas. 

His offerings were not always monetarily 
substantial — $1.75 to $2.50 — but they were often 
supplemented by the harvest — chickens, hogs, and 
groceries. The pastor was satisfied and full. 

His name spread through the state, so much so 
that congregations were willing to have him pastor 
‘just whenever I could make it.’ He subsequently 
pastored in Nome, Beaumont, Silsby, Port Arthur, 
Orange, Dickinson, Bessie Mae, Galveston, and 
Houston. 

He had been successful in building churches, par- 
ticularly in Beaumont and Galveston, where he had 
a combined membership of approximately 300 per- 
sons, and he did not want to go to Houston. 

In 1960, he was approached by Bishop R. E. 
Ranger to pastor in Houston who told him, “The 
Lord led me to you.’ Again, Pastor Woodard need- 
ed confirmation that this was the Lord’s will. His 
response to Bishop Ranger was, ‘I’m on speaking 
terms with Him; give me 30 days.’ 

‘The Lord had been dealing with me in dreams 


for a longtime; I know when it’s real?’ Bishop 
Woodard now relates. ‘“‘And, before you know it, 
here comes that vision.’ The Lord showed him get- 
ting into a car (a 1956 Lincoln), backing it up to the 
office, “‘got my books, got my diploma off the wall, 
and went barreling down the highway, through 
Nome, on my way to Houston.’ 

When he arrived at Williams Temple, he found a 
despondent congregation of less than 100 members 
and a building in desperate need of repair. Having 
heard of his success in Beaumont and Galveston, 
the members were convinced he would not stay in 
Houston. However, Pastor Woodard was ‘“‘satisfied 
the Lord sent me here. He (God) performed for me. 
I asked him to confirm it (my coming) by giving me 
one soul; he gave me two.” 

Under his leadership, the despondent began to 
have hope anew, and former members began to 
return. Following the leading of the Lord to ‘build 
me a house,’ a 400-seat sanctuary was constructed 
in 1960. In addition, Bishop’s leadership received 
national acclaim when, in 1971, he as appointed 
Bishop and presiding prelate of the Texas Southeast 
Jurisdiction of the Church of God In Christ. 

The continuous growth in membership caused 
many persons to turn away during some Sunday 
services because of the lack of seats, and this griev- 
ed Bishop’s heart. He considered the size of the con- 
gregation, and the cost of building a new structure. 
“The Holy Ghost spoke to me and said, ““You ought 
to build the Lord another house. If you teach the 
people tithing, you will have no problems paying for 
a church.” 

Bishop reacted to this revelation by seeking pro- 
perty. His initial response was to move away from 
the Third Ward area of the city. He would drive 
around Houston daily looking for property. Then he 
would come back home and have a dream. Each 
time he dreamed, “I would see myself as a 
carpenter, building a church right here on this (cur- 
rent church) property.’ The last time he had that 
dream he promised himself not to worry or look 
anymore. The result of that dream sits adjacent to 
the 400-seat auditorium of Williams Temple in the 
form of the new $1.5 million, 1400-seat WOODARD 
CATHEDRAL. “‘This simply increases my faith in 
God that all things are possible,’ says Bishop. 

As for Bishop Woodard, the dream never ends. 
“My vision always outruns my pocketbook,’ 
Bishop says. His dream now is to secure all the ad- 
jacent and surrounding property and to build a 
senior citizens center and day care/nursery. ““Where 
there is no vision, the people perish, and I believe 
I can help somebody,’ he says. 

By now we know if it’s the Lord’s will this dream, 
too, will become a reality. No doubt the confirma- 
tion will come through another vision — though 
probably not in a baggage car — and to which 
Bishop is sure to respond, ’’I’m convinced and I’m 
ready to go!” 


Bishop Robert E. Woodard is a graduate of Southwestern 
Theological Baptist Seminary and completed additional 
studies at Union Baptist Bible College and Seminary. He 
is the devoted and loving husband of Mrs. Esther M. 
Compton Woodard and the proud father of Aaron (who 
precedes him in death), Robert Jr., Maurice, Billy, and 
Mrs. Diane Woodard Morris.

The Thanksgiving Day 
I Was Delivered

This is the testimony of Bro. W. D. Strickland of 
Camden, Arkansas. Bro. Strickland is a member of 
Brown Temple COGIC. Superintendent Harry 
Brown is pastor. 

My problem began in November of 1979 while at- 
tending the Holy Convocation in Memphis, Ten- 
nessee. While there, I had a blockage and my water 
would not pass. My wife and I drove to the hospital 
and while there had my water drawn out. The at- 
tending physician advised me to see my doctor upon 
returning home to Camden. I did as instructed. I 
was hospitalized and operated upon in November 
of 1979. Sad to say, in 1981, the problem returned 
again and again. Only this time I began passing 
blood. No matter what the doctors did the problem 
still was not corrected. j 

On Thanksgiving Day Eve the problem occurred 
again with the passing of blood.

It 
surprised him to see tears in my eyes, however, he 
know they were tears of joy. God healed me of a pro- 
blem that started in November 1979 and on 
November 24, 1988, the work was fully completed. 

I Peter 2:24 reflects ‘“Who his own self bare our 
sins in His own body on the tree, that we being dead 
to sins, should live unto righteousness: By whose 
stripes ye were healed’’ I was healed and this 
testimony is given to the glory of God.
